Cemetery Commissioners 


“To the Citizens of Newport :— 

During the past year the total number of burials in town has been 
-56, of which 4 were in North Newport Extension, 24 in the Pine Grove 
“Cemetery, and the balance in the old Cemeteries. 

Four lots have been sold in the North Newport Extension, for 
which $100 has been received, and eleven lots in the Pine Grove 
“Cemetery, from which $264 has been realized. 

The Perpetual care fund for the Pine Grove Cemetery now amounts 
to $1,520.25, and an unexpended income of $50. The Perpetual care 
fund of the North Newport Extension amounts to $3863.75, and an 
~unexpended income of $10. 

The income from the above two funds can only be used for 
the care of the cemetery from which the funds originated. 

The Improvement Fund of the Pine Grove Cemetery, including 
interest, amounts to $1,169.62, and the Improvement Fund of the 
‘North Newport Extension, $117.50. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made of the wrought iron gates placed 
at the Maple Street entrance of the Maple Street Cemetery by Reprisal 
Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolution, from funds given 
‘y them or collected by them. 

At the beginning of the year there was a balance of $233.77 on 
‘hand; at the close of the year the cash balance, owing to the increased 
cost of labor and materials, is only $1.98. 

We therefore recommend that the sum of $750 be appropriated for 


t€he cost of burials and general care of the cemeteries.

REPORT OF 


HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Citizens of Newport: 


Your Health Officer submits the following report for the past 
year. 

There were a few more contagious diseases in town during the past 
year than during the year preceding. 

There were twelve cases of diphtheria and seven cases of scarlet 
fever. An epidemic of measles also prevailed during the early part of the 
winter. The town during the past year was fortunately free from both 
typhoid fever and infantile paralysis. 

The cases of diphtheria were for the most part mild. There were, 
lhowever, two cases which from their inception immediately took on @ 
malignant form and resulted fatally. 

The remarkable success by the immediate use, on the doctor’s. 
part, in suspicious cases, of anti-toxin, should not go without particular 
mention, for although it has been in use for quite a few years now, 
there are some who still look on it with suspicion and doubt its efficacy. 
Delays in the use of this wonderful germ-destroyer are fraught with 
great danger. Anti-toxin greatly nullifies the bad effects that were 
formerly attendant on this disease. 

During quarantine, in some cases, conditions warranted considerable 
expense being incurred to assist those who were sick and also those 
dependent on them. We have had at times to furnish nurses at con- 
siderable expense to the town to save the patient, and by proper care 
of sanitary conditions to prevent the spread of the disease. 
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There were three deaths from tuberculosis, and a number of re: 
movals of infected persons from one place to another. The law re- 
quires that now in each and every such case, the premises should be fumi- 
gated. This has added to the expense account of this department. 

During the coming Summer it is our intention to bring as effectively 
as we can 'to the attention of the residents of the town the dangers of the 
common house fly. Undoubtedly it is one of the greatest contagion car- 
riers in our community. Everyone should do their bit to swat the fly. 
Stable owners should screen their stables. Manure piles are the greatest 
source of fly breeding there is in town. We wish stable owners could real- 
ize the danger, both to themselves and their neighbors, especially to the 
babies and children, from this source. We urge the active co-operation 
of all, that this nuisance be reduced to a minimum. 

We must remember that in this critical period in our history we 
should be extra cautious as to our sanitary conditions; that is, we should 
guard against any tendency to relax our hygienic standards in any. 
phase of our town life. The health of the wage earner is by no means 
of small importance. The men and women upon whose work depends 
the steady productiveness of mechanical power are irreplaceable factors. 
Efficiency in the prevention of disease among all our people was never 
more clearly indispensable than now. 

Your attention should be again called to the urgent need of the 
putting in of a sewer system on Broadview Heights. This section is more 
thickly settled than many of us realize. In one section the houses are 
as close together as houses in many other parts of the town. We must 
realize that sanitary conditions cannot be of the best if this is allowed 
to continue. 

As a protective measure, Broadview Heights should have a sewer 
system put in.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


‘To the Citizens of Newport: 


I herewith submit a report of the Fire Department for the year 
ending January 31st, 1918. ’ 

The past year has been one of unusual activity for the department, 
having a record number of calls, responding to a total number of fifty- 
two alarms, of which 19 were bell alarms and 33 still alarms, all of 
which have been answered promptly and efficient services rendered 
‘by the company, at times under very trying circumstances, one alarm 
especially at about 4 o’clock in the morning, the thermometer at the 
time registering 43 degrees below zero. And they were compelled to 
lay 1400 feet of hose to reach the fire. 

There has been added to the department Curing the year a Hook 
and Ladder Truck, which is strong and substantial, which is much 
safer than the one disposed of. 

The Department is well equipped and will require only a small 
outlay for the current year. 

There has been purchased on account of the coming year about 300 
feet of ladders, which were much needed, and there shoul dbe two new 
extinguishers purchased, the total cost of both being about $125. 

We wish to thank the citizens for the liberal support given the 
department and assistance rendered by individuals at all times. 

We wish also to thank the departments of Claremcnt and Sunapee 


for their prompt response for assistance and services rendered.

SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 

The work of providing for surface drainage and house sewers on 
the west ends of Syndicate street, Green road, Dale street and a part 
‘of Micdile street, begun in 1916, has been practically completed. There 
remain three catch basins to be constructed when Middle street is in 
shape to have them built. 

Including Tees, Ys and other specials, there has been laid 1462 feet 
of 6 inch, 948 feet of 8 inch, 1047 feet of 10 inch, and 542 feet of 
12 inch Akron pipe. 

Of the 22 houses now built, which this line was designed to 
accommodate, 18 have hhad sewer pipes carried inside the cellar walls. 
Eight have been plumbed for sinks and water closets, and one 2-tenement 
house for sinks. 

Across private land the 10 and 12 inch surface drain pipes are, 
most of the way, in the same ditches as the 6 inch and 8 inch sewer 
pipes. On the streets, the sewer pipes are in the middie of the road 
and the drain pipes near the proposed ditches.

REPORT OF 


MEDICAL INSPECTOR 


To the Superintending School Committee of Newport: 
I hereby submit to you my report as Medical Inspector of Schools 


for the current year: 


Personally examined,. total number 615 
No. found with defective adenoids and tonsils 148 
No. found with defective eyes 162 
No. found with defective ears 32 
No. of cards sent to parents in reference to the above defects 262 


Owing to the broken condit:on of the Schools and the prevalence 
of contagious diseases, especially measles, it has been extremely difficult 
to make my inspection. My report must at this time be incomplete, as 
Measles still are prevalent, many children are out of school and can not 
be examined. The extreme infectiousness of this disease, which can not 
be diagnosed until after the eruption appears, and the failure of parents 
to recognize the seriousness of this disease, often cause a widespread 
contagion. 

Failure to call a physician makes it impossible to quarantine these 
first cases in season to prevent its getting a strong hold and thus 
breaks up the Schools. . 

There have also been scattering cases of Diphtheria all through 
the season. We now seem free from this disease. 

Right here I wish to state that in my opinion great good would 
be derived if the Town would, in connection with the Medical In- 
spector, employ a competent Nurse, whose business it, would be to visit 


the home of any pupil absent from School on ‘account of sickness and 
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af, in her opinion, there was the least suspicion of a contagious disease, 
should have a physician called and sec that the Health Officer promptly 
qjuarantined the house, should such disease develop and thus prevent any 
such widespread distribution of a disease as we have witnessed here 
in Newport this season. 

The services of such a person would be of great benefit, as she 
would see that ,each defective pupil received the proper medical atten- 
tion. 

Should personally take them to the dentist and make arrangements 
for operations for the removal of tonsils and adenoids. 

If the majority of the parents realized that many of the serious 
rheumatic affections of the present day arise from defective teeth aid 
that diseased tonsils and adenoids are responsible many times for such 
‘serious diseases as deafness, rheumatism, quinsey sores, diphtheria, and 
even tuberculosis, they would be eager to co-operate in the work of 
the Medical Examiner. The work of the Inspector seems in_ itself 
insufficient. A Physician can locate the trouble and see that the 
parents are notified, but unless his labor is followed by some such 
course as I have outlined his work is to a great extent useless. I feel 
sure that such services could be obtained at comparatively little extra 
expense. 

I have taken especial pains to investigate the workings of a plan 
similar to that which I have outlined, in towns where it has been tried 
and find that the ratio of defective pupils have fallen off in some cases 
nearly thirty per cent.

SCHOOL REPORT 


fo the Superintending School Committee of Newport. 
Gentlemen: I hereby submit my second annual report of the 


schools of Newport for your consideration and approval. I have had 
the privilege of superintending your schools four terms. During this. 
time I have visited them 454 times, besides making many shorter 


eails. 
High School. 


The high school opened last fall with a registration of 98; there 
ere now 92. A year ago last fall we registered 104, but at this time 
dast year we registered on"y 89. The loss, therefore, a year ago dur- 
ang the same period was fifteen pupils against six pupils this year. Of 
thease six two moved out of town, two were unprepared, and two had 
no interest in their work. Only one of the poorly prepared pupils was 
from Newport schools and she entered the high school two years ago: 
fast fall. As stated in our report last year we found the scholarship. 
jow and a great lack of real school spirit. We stated then that we 
believed both were being improved under the corps of teachers we 
then had. We are now sure of it; and, best of all, although the. 
sebolarship is being raised gradually, the loss of pupils is growing less. 
This has always been our experience, the more thorough: the work 
required the better the attendance and the smaller the loss of pupils. 

We were very fortunate to lose but three teachers from our high 


scnool corps. These were Miss Clark, who resigned to marry; Miss 
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Cutler, to teach in Massachusetts; and Mr. Beard, who is teaching in, 
Maine. ; 

Mr. E. C. Langmaid was engaged ‘as sub-master and athletic: 
coach. He has met our expectations and is doing good work ror a. 
young man just from college. Miss Clarice Shannon, the domestic 
arts teacher, has proved herself a very strong teacher in this de- 
partment. Although this is her first attempt at teaching, she has greatly 
strengthened this department. We consider her one of the best in the 
State. The English department has been strengthened under Miss. 
Cilley, who came to us as an experienced teacher. 

The other teachers have proven themselves all that we predicted’ 
of them a year ago. They are progressive, conscientious, and ‘hard’ 
working. They are at the schoolhouse from early morning until late in, 
the afternoon. 

The spirit of the school has changed very much for the better: 
during the time we have been here. We know nothing about the- 
spirit before we came, and are not comparing it preceding the time- 
we came. The pupils are working much harder than they did a year- 
ago, and are showing much more interest in their work. The discipline- 
is much easier and the general tone of the school is much improved. 
Much credit is due Mr. Wiggin, the Head Master, and the rest of the- 
credit should be given to the teachers. 

The commercial department is doing good work under Miss Doherty’s:: 
instruction. This is one of our most important departments. We hope- 
soon to be able to graduate pupils from this department competent 1 
fill the local positions calling for stenographers and bookkeepers. There: 
is only one in the present senior class taking this course, but there. 
are several in the lower classes. It is quite a popular course, especially- 
with the girls, and it is largely for them that it is intended. Special 
emphasis is given to svelling, punctuation and Eng!*sh in this course,. 


as these are the subjects stenographers are usually weakest in. 


Grades. 


Sewing is now given in the sixth grade. We hope by another year 


to give it in the fifth grade. Cooking should also be commenced in the- 
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grades. The girls who drop out of school below the high school need 
sewing and cooking as much, if not more, than those who complete 
the high school.. Every girl should know how to do both. 

I wish I could say the right thing to interest you and the voters 
in Manual Training enough to have you vote to introduce it. May I 
repeat what I said last year? I shall never feel that I have done my 
best for the boys of Newport until I see this work installed. 

“One of our greatest needs is Manual Training for the boys. 
‘This department should go hand in hand with Domestic Science. One 
ds as important as the other. At present the boys are left in the class 
rooms without any definite subject to work upon except their regular 
school work while the girls are sewing. It is just as necessary for 
men to ktow how to handle ordinary tools and to do minor repairs 
about the house as it is for women to know how to do their part 
of the house work. This is nct all; every school where manual training 
has been introduced has retained its boys and greaily increased its mem- 
‘bership. Boys are kept in school and through manual training 
they become interested in the studies that they did not care for be- 
fore. How much is a year’s schooling worth to a boy? Statisticians 
tell us that every day scent in high school is worth ten do'lars to a 
‘boy. We understand that you once had manual training in the 
‘schools but for some reason it was discontinued. We regret very 
“much that this was done. We have had manual trainin® in the schools 
we have served for several years and believe it to be one of the most 
‘practical subjects taught in our modern schools. It is no longer an 
experiment, it has proven itself a necessity. We hope it may soon be 
‘re-established in our schools.” 

Drawing was introduced last fall, with Miss Dort as teacher. Miss 
‘Dort has proven herse'f an efficient drawing teacher and the pupils are 
taking a great interest in this work. The officials of the public library 
Shave given us permission to hang specimens of the work done in this 
«department in the public library where the public may see what we 
care doing. We wish to take this opportunity to thank them. 

Our music de~artment has done good work under the able direction 


of Miss Bateman. Sunapee has united with us this year, making it 
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possible for us to retain Miss Bateman, thus improving the music of 
both towns. Miss Bateman goes to Sunapee one day a week. The 
mus.cale given last year, and the several times the male quartet and 
orchestra have performed in public, having given the public an oppor- 
tunity to judge somewhat of the work being done. This department 
intended to put on another musicale this year, but the fuel situation 
thas made it impossible. Possibly later in the year it can be done. 

We are still in the same crowded condition that we were a year 
ago, but we are trying not to let this kee) us from doing our best. 
Most of the teachers are doing their best to improve the work in 
the grades. Many rooms are overcrowded; many pupils are in the 
‘wrong grade; several pupils have lost their interest in school and 
mare too old and large for the grades they are in. The only ways of 
which we know to help such pupils is to place them in a separatd 
room, give them the best teacher possible to find, and let them take 
some kind of manual educational work. As a rule the way to reach 
the overgrown pupil is through his hands and eyes. 

The average age of a pup?! entering the fourth grade should he 
nine and a half. We have four in one division of our fourth grade 
who are nearly fifteen, and five who are over twelve. These large 
‘boys feel very much out of place graded with boys nine yeays old, or 
even younker; and soon lose all interest in the school, thus injuring them- 
selves and the rest of the school. So far as their age is concerned 
they ought to be in the high school, but they are not mentally qualified 
and should, therefore, be in a special room and given work suited to 
their age. Many of them would thus make good and would in time even 
enter the high school. How much is such a boy worth? Let the voters 


sanswer. 
Text Books. 


A few chenges have been made in text books, but not as many 
‘as ought to be. We believe in making changes slowly and carefully ; 
not to introduce a new book unless it is quite an improvement over 
what is being used. The arithmetics that were, and many that still 
are, in use in several rooms are very unsatisfactory to teachers and 


superintendent. Modern books in hygiene and physiology should be 
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furnished the intermediate grades. More books for silent and individual 
reading should be placed in nearly every room. More magazines should 
be furnished the upper grades and high school: they are just as essential 
in modern education as text books. History was never being made 
faster than it is today and the pupils of our schools should study 1 
through literature of today, thus making history a live subject. We 
have tried to keep within the appropriation, which was too small. 

All the text books in town have been stamped and numbered and a 
record made of where each book is. If a book is lost it is possible 
to trace it; and the one who loses it is required to pay for it. Most 
of the books that were worth it have been covered. Pupils are re- 
quested to furnish book-bags if they wish to take books home. Teach- 
ers are required to exemine the books of their classes at least once a 
month and report their condition to the superintendent. 

Many old discarded books have been gathered up and sold and 
many more will be disposed of soon, 

We hope to thus improve the condition of our books and to in- 
crease the number and variety without increasing the total cost, save 


what the price per book has advanced. 


Equipment, 


ee reral maps and globes have been furnished during the year. A 
few more are needed. A _ physiology chart has been placed in the 
grades of the Richards building. Three additional typewriting machines 
have been placed in the commercial department and three of the 
old ones have been exchanged for new ones. One more machine is 
needed for the office. As it is now the only time we can have the use 
of one in the office is when it is not needed in the commercial de- 
partment. This often delays the office work and sometimes interrupts 
the work of the class. 


Improvements, \ 
Window ventilators that will not allow drafts upon the pupils have 
been installed in all the rural schools and in all the village schools 


that are not ventilated by some better means. Jackets have been 
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put around the stoves in most of the rural buildings and were 
ordered around them all. This has made the rooms much more comfort- 
able and healthful. Several of them admit the fresh air directly under 
them, thus giving warm fresh air directly to the pupils. An outlet 
for the foul air is connected with the chimney. Another year we 
hope to have each room thus equipped. 

Floors are sprayed often enough with an oily spray to keep the 
dust laid. This one thing has ‘done as much to make the school- 
rooms sanitary as anything that we have done. Dusit is one of the 
worst nuisances possible to have in a schoolroom, and doubtless is a 
great carrier of disease germs. The floors are thoroughly washed each 
vacation, weather and fuel permitting. 

The outbuildings of the rural schools have been made sanitary 
by installing cement vaults, well ventilated and,screened. The buildings 
can be entered from the school houses only, thus making it possible 
for the teachers to control them. 

Supervised play has been introduced, thus greatly reducing the 
danger of injury during the play hours on the school grounds. 

At least one teacher is required to remain at the schoolhouse 
during the noon hour, and at the Richards building two remain. 
Something hot, like soup, cocoa, or stew is furnished at. cost to the 
pupils who remain at the Richards building for lunch. This is prepared 
and served by the domestic arts department of the eighth grade. 

A paper press has been imstalled and all waste paper is pressed and 
sold. 

Tall stools have been furnished the teachers. No teacher can do 
her best work sitting in a common chair, neither can she be exnected 
to stand all day. The tall stools help her to rest and to have control 
of her school at the same time. 

Several feet of radiation have been added to the heating system 
of the Richards building. This has made it possible to keep the building 
comfortable even in the coldest weather, with the exception of one 
room, which needs to have several feet more added. As the capacity 
of this building is used to its limit it is necessary to admit as much 
warm fresh air in winter as possible. 
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Teachers’ Meetings. 


Teachers’ meetings have been held often throughout the district. 
It is our aim to make these meetings helpful to all the teachers, but 
especially to thoze who need help most. Anything relating to the 
schos!s is oren for discussion. These meetings are held most often 
during the fall term, as there are more. new teachers during this: 
term. We hope to have papers presented by the different teachers for 
discussion in the near future. Much good can be accomplished at these 
meetings if each teacher wi'l cdo her part and not leave it all to the 


superintendent, and we are sure she will. 


Salaries. 


Teachers’ salaries were increased a small amount last year, but: 
expenses of living increased mtch more. It will be necessary te in- 
crease salaries even more this year if we hope to revain many of our 
bet teachers, and we cannot afford to lose the best ones. If any town 
needs efficient teachers, Newport coes uncer ther crowded conditions. 
A poor teacher is too expensive for any town to retain at any price. 
One year of peor teachers may ruin several pupils’ lives so far as 


school work is concerned. 


Some such shade as the Allen shade should be installed as rapidly 
as the old shades are worn out and there are certain rooms where they 
should be installed at onco. The ight in these rooms is very poor 
and should be improved, revarcless of expense. Purils’ eyes are being 
injured in these rooms. The Allen shade will help greatly to improve 
the light conditions. Most of the rural buildings need these shades 
on one side of them. The ideal way to light is from the tops of the 
windows rather than from the bottoms. The ceilings should be white- 
washed at least once a year to reflect the light and for sanitary 
reasons. 

More blackboards are needed in some ‘of the rural schoolhouses. A 
blackboard is one of the teachers’ greatest tocls. 

The foundations of the Kelleyville ‘house need to be repaired if 
school is to be continued there. They are tumbled down and are in 
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bad shape. The house is very cold, especially the floor. 

Most of the rural buildings need to be painted inside and out- 
side. | 

Several feet more should be added to the radiation of one of the 
rooms in the Richards building and to the radiator in the office of the 
Primary building. It is impossible to use this office in the winter, 
and, under the present crowded conditions, it is very much needed by 
the superintendent. 

The water and heating plants of the Richards building need to be 
thoroughly overhauled and repaired. They are in very bad condition. 
Much money would be saved in fuel ‘and the building would be much 
more comfortable in the winter. The water pipes are so badly corroded. 
that the water will not flow upstairs when it is being used down 
stairs. 

A suitable file should be furnished the office, in which data cam 
be kept from year to year. It is almost impossible to find any data: 
concerning the schoo!s back of a year ago except the rank of the high 
school pupils. We had to borrow town reports of Mr. George Moore 
last year and this to obtain any data for comparison. There are no 
records of what the pupils have done in the grades. Nothing to tel? 
when ‘buildings were painted or repaired, when books, maps, charts or 
supplies were purchased or what became of them. When we consider 
that we do ‘a business of $45.000 to $50,000, it would seem as though 
there ought to be a proper office equipment to file necessary data 
for each superintendent to know something about what has been 
done by his predecessors. 

At least two or three windows in each schoolroom should be- 
screened ‘against flies. The last of the spring term and a large part 
of the fall term flies are very plenty in the schoolrooms and are very 
annoying to pupils and teachers. I need not take time or space to- 
tell intelligent people the great. danger of spreading disease by flies. I 
have counted on my clothing at one time in a schoolroom twenty-nine- 
flies, and I have seen many more than that number on some of the- 
children. If a child has sores, or is unusually dirty, flies are sure. 
to seek him. Then when he moves away they fly loaded with filth 
and disease to light on the first child they come to, The voters would 
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not put up with such conditions at home, why should they allow it 
at school? Often I have left my oifice where I have been pestered 
with flies and gone down town to enjoy the office of some businessman ; 
‘hut teachers and pupils cannot do this. 

It is entirely unnecessary for me to say that we need more 
oom. Four additional rooms will greatly increase the efficiency of our 
‘system. Teachers have some excuse under the existing conditions for 
not getting the best results, but no excuse for not trying to do their 
best. We. realize, however, that it is much easier to do our best 
under favorable conditions. The voters should do their part and I am 


sure the teachers, as a whole, will do theirs. 


General Remarks, 


By another fall we hope to have the seventh and eighth grades, 
or at least the eighth grade, prepared to do Junior High School work. 
‘We are just beginning to teach algebra and concrete geometry to them. 
Many of them are up to grade. We hope to have the majority of them 
up to grade before the end of the year. 

The fuel situation has complicated our work; but parents, pupils and 
teachers have shown a fine spirit and are making the best of our 
present inconveniences. We hope to keep the work up to standard 
‘in. spite of the present complications. 

The total expense of maintaining your schools must necessarly in: 
‘crease. Buildings are growing older, furniture is wearing out, the 
number of pupils is increasing, more teachers are needed, salaries are 
‘increasing, cost of supplies and equipment is constantly advancing. 

In closing allow me to say that to serve your town has been a 
‘pleasure because of the cordial co-operation and harmony experienced
